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WOMAN AND SCHO- 
LARSHIP 


He vaporings of the ordi- 
nary run of men in re- 
gard to wo:nan are 

not worthy of a moment's con- 
sideration; but when the hon- 
ored president of Bowdoin Col- 
lege, in a formal address to the 
students of Mount Holyoke 
College utters archaic _plati- 
tudes, his words, under the circumstances of 
their saying, challenge attention. The occa- 
sion was the sixty-eighth anniversary of the 
founding of this college for women, and, so 
little realization had the speaker of the changes 
that have come about in the status of woman 
in the more than half century of the college's 
existence, that his address was much nearer in 
sentiment to a first anniversary than it was to 
this twentieth-century celebration. In_ his 
treatment of his subject—The Worth of the 
Womanly Ideal—the clerical speaker went on 
the assumption that this ideal is a fixed quantity 
for all time, an assumption that does violence 
to the most patent facts of to-day. It is within 
the bounds of exactitude to aver that the found- 
ers and patrons of Mount Holyoke would have 
been scandalized by present-day ideals of wo- 
manly attainment and behavior sanctioned by 
the best public opinion. The woman voter, 
for example, would have been regarded as un- 
sexed, as would women who ride a bicycle, or 
astride a horse. Shocking indeed would have 
been the bachelor girl who prefers independ- 
ence to matrimony, or she who prefers the life 
of a productive scholar to that of child-bearing 
and child-rearing. The woman lecturer would 
aiso have come under the ban—Fanny Kemble 
is a good authority on this point—and as for 
women’s clubs, that interfere with the mascu- 
line work of village improvement, pure food 
agitation, or the proper oversight of dependent 
children and other such purely public service, 
they would have been anathema. In noearlier 
period than this year of grace would a man 
(who has the courage, by the way, to give his 
name and address) call a woman member of 
the President’s family to account in an adminis- 
tration paper because, among other failings, she 
shows ‘‘no strong, intellectual grasp of the 
questions of the day, nor any marked impulse 
toward the life of service.’’ It is a far cry 
from this to the hearth-tending ideal of 
1840. 





















The speaker assured his 
hearers that productive in- 
dustry on a large scale belongs 
to men—the mental and emo- 
tional attitude required by it 
being lacking in women. Her 
ideal should be to make life 
liveable by gentle ministry to 
individuals. Were such an 
ideal to be accepted, women 
would go back to the unasso- 
ciated, largely _ ineffective, 
‘sodd jobs,** as Mrs. Anna Garland Spencer 
calls them, of caring forthe sick and aged, and 
doing other philanthropic chores in the most 
unscientific way, possible, as was their wont 
when Mount Holyoke was young. 


In scholarship, the speaker is willing women 
should make some progress, but he insists they 
should be kept to a reasonable standard of at- 
tainment——no severe courses to be assigned, 
nor scholarly ambitions to be stimulated. The 
womanly ideal in scholarship, according to this 
unprogressed authority, is intelligent conversa- 
tion, the rendering of music, discussion of social 
questions, teaching, description of character 
and scenery. He puts an embargo for women 
on productive scholarship, the power to grasp 
a subject, to add to it, leaving the individual 
scholar’s stamp upon it, which the speaker in- 
sisted belongs to man’s sphere exclusively. It 
will be interesting to most parents to learn that 
in sending their daughters to college, they 
ought, for the sake ofan archaic ideal of 
womanliness, to demand that the students be 
denied the highest scholastic attainment, and 
that the course be so arranged as to make the 
graduates not cultured human beings, but in- 
telligent conversztionalists or lower grade teach- 
ers. Imagine the impertinence of a man at- 
tempting to impese on twentieth century col- 
lege students an ideal that in some particulars 
would have been out of tune with times as long 
ago as 1850! Conceive an opinion as to the 
advisability of restricted college opportunity 
being urged in Columbia or Yale. The thing 
is absolutely unthinkable. If it would beanab- 
surdity on the occasion of a Yale celebration it 
is equally as much so addressed to any body of 
women college students in thisage. When will 
self-constituted expositors of woman learn that 
social ideals change with the ages, and that the 
ideal of womanliness, no more than that of sani- 
tation, government, or any human concern, re- 
mains the same yesterday, to-day, and forever ?

chaperoned, but banking 
on her position as Ameri- 
caine, toujours mal com- 
prise par les Francaise, to 
assume a liberty of speech 
and action that are ingen- 
uous and entirely mislead- 
ing—a combination of 
American _ independence 
and European sensuousness. 

Wherever she is, and in 
spite of all, she is adorable 
—so adorable that one can- 
not refrain from voicing 
criticsm now and then. 
For instance, what is it she 
has gotten into her wilful 
little head that has made 
her adopt this hideous, dis- 
torted, wholly unnatural 
and wholly ungraceful car- 
riage of the body, which 
has become a deplorable 
habit. I see other beautiful 
and fashionable women on 
the Continent, and none 
seem tohave thus disjointed 
themselves—tall, blonde, 
aristocratic Englishwomen,

This highly specialized professional, dressed 
in commercial finery, prances in on her tiptoes 
and comes smirking up to you, breast thrust 
out, elbows and shoulders back like a pigeon, 
her hips forced out of plumb and swinging in 
a rotary movement that has no relation what- 
ever to shoulders or head, her skirts tossed this 
way and that at each mincing step, in compar- 
ison to which a peacock’s strut or a cock’s 
straddle is grace personified. Rather than be- 
ing the walk of a well-proportioned, healthy, 
dignified human being, it resembles the me- 
chanical jerkings of an automaton, or worse, 
the wanton paces of the dancers of the mat- 
schich, the Parisian music hall waltz that has 
dethroned the age-weary cancan. Cannot the 
American girl pick up a worthier manner than 
this, if manner she must have? 

The fashionable silhouette is at the present 
moment strangely subtle, the line of the figure 
being very close and straight from shoulder to 
knees, and the Princess or Directoire cut ne- 
cessitates an entire absence of underskirts.

This 
whole wrist is an inconvenience, for the entire 
glove must come off, if one needs to use one’s 
fingers, but such is the dictum. 

As for hats, such a rage for natural colored, 
uncurled ostrich plumes! And such an ex- 
pensive rage! To be worn in this way, guilt- 
less of dyes, dressing, curling and other trade 
processes, a feather must be absolutely perfect 
to be at all wearable. It must be long, ten or 
twelve inches in width, the strands faultless 
and entirely unmarked with the peckings ot 
unhealthy birds. —Two, three or four are sewn 
together, rib to rib, to give thickness, and the 
lovely natural shading from creamy white to yel- 
low at the tips is most becoming. Rejane is 
one who has been wearing these, dripping 
from the broad brims of up-turned picture hats, 
and she has one immensely long one which is 
curled tightly for part of its length, and coiled 
about the crown of a yellowish beige mush- 
room felt, the uncurled tips hanging in waving 
strands from the back to the neck. 

A thick but widely spread and airy aigrette, 
placed to stand off from the head vertically 
towards the right from a point near the front 
of the hat, gives a tantalizing silhouette very 
much liked at present. Another is a wide 
backward extension of an otherwise narrow 
brimmed hat, this sweep inclined upwards and 
accentuated by a long plume following in its 
wake. The.front of this hat is narrow and 
tips down over the face, and, as on many smart 
hats now, there is no sign of a cache peigne in 
spite of its exaggerated tilt. Bandeaux there 
must be tocock it up, but this portion is com- 
pletely concealed by the hair, which is only 
partially dressed before the hat is placed on the 
head, the final locks being pinned with many 
jeweled hatpins into the proper amount of coils 
and ringlets to form the foundation of the hat 
structure. An astounding bit of artificiality, 
isn’tit? To live up to it the whole toilette must 
be studied and guileful to a degree. Most 
Parisians can do this, but is it not tempera- 
mentally unfitted to most American women, 
even the most elegant ?

FOR TOILET AND TRAVELING 

It would be almost impossible to exhaust 
the list of useful and pretty things to be seen 
at the shops, and most of them are within the 
idea of suitable Christmas gifts, as well as 
within the requirements of the average man. 
The great difficulty is, of course, to know what 
a particular person lacks, so that one may best 
meet that need, but some general suggestions 
will at least serve to give an idea of the pos- 
sibilities. 

The Gillette safety razor sets are exceedingly 
highly spoken of by those who have used them, 
and are, as yet, sufficiently recent in patent to 
stand a good chance of not being already owned 
by men who shave themselves. Then there are 
little cases holding seven razors—one for every 
day in the week; shaving sets, consisting of 
standard, adjustable mirror, razors, strop, 
cup, soap box, powder box, etc.; individual 
handle shaving brushes and 
collar boxes and cases of leather and other 
materials; handkerchief cases, small stud and 


silver strops; 





jewelry boxes; military hair brushes, with backs 
of silver, copper, ivory or silver-mounted ebony; 
hat and clothes brushes to match; scissors in 
brass or silver cases; button hooks, shoe horns, 
hand-mirrors, manicure sets and glass bottles, 
with glass or silver tops, for cologne, witch 
hazel, etc. Copper mounting is newer than 
the others, and ivory or ebony rather smarter, 
perhaps, for men, but in silver one can usually 
match designs and so have an entire toilet set 
to correspond, 

Among the strictly practical things suitable 
for family gifts may be mentioned the various 
kinds of patent coat hangers, trousers hangers 
and stretchers, closet rods, boot trees and other 
wardrobe conveniences, and for traveling, there 
are—besides all the various styles of suit cases, 
bags, valises and shawl straps—hat boxes, shoe 
cases, traveling toilet cases and medicine cases, 
leather trunk and bag tags, and other little 
things of use and convenience. 


FOR THE SMOKER 


Nearly every man smokes, and in this class 
of articles another long list of appropriate 
presents. Cigar cases are apt to be too cum- 
bersone for the pocket when of silver or other 
metal, but there are many serviceable leather 
designs and many boxes, cases and jars, fitted 
with sponges, for keeping cigars and tobacco 
moist and in good condition. Cigarette cases 
may be had of gold, silver, gun metal, copper, 
tortoise shell, enamel work, leather and grass- 
woven fabrics; there are match boxes in any 
number of designs; cigar cutters; tobacco 
pouches, pipes of amber and meerschaum, or 
of wood, mounted in silver and other metals 
(usually more ornamental than useful, how- 
ever), and pretty match holders and ash trays 
of a thousand different styles.

To give him who lives in bachelor quarters— 
or for the room or office generally—there is 
such an abundance of serviceable and orna- 
mental presents that no one should find the 
least difficulty in hitting upon something that 
will prove gratifying to its recipient. Full 
writing sets or individual ink wells, blotting 
pads, paper cutters, stamp boxes, engagement 
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books and other desk furnishings are pretty 
gifts, and the new green bronze designs are 
especially well adapted to Mission and other 
substantial styles of furniture. Good engrav- 
ings, old prints, photograph frames, beer mugs 
of German or pewter-ware; silver handle beer 
bottle openers, corkscrews, glass decanters, 
liqueur sets, bottle cases, punch bowls, whist 
counters and bridge score books, sets of poker 
chips in wood or leather racks and playing 
card cases, are all likely to be appreciated, 
while handsomely bound books, pretty table 
covers, effective lamp shades, small pieces of 
statuary and good bric-a-brac make exceed- 
ingly acceptable gifts.

)T was inevitable that Jessie Willcox 
Smith should illustrate sooner or 
later an edition of Stevenson’s 
lovely and sympathetic verses for 
children. She has done it after her 
accustomed delightful fashion. The outside of 
the cover shows a garden gate of wrought iron 
with pillars of granite surmounted by spheres 
which are said originally to have stood for 
human heads and borne testimony to the fact 
that the lord of the manor had power of life 
and death over his tenants. Upon the inside 
of the cover, sundry fascinating small persons 
in green and old gold water growing trees, dig 
in the sand and tend potted plants. The illum- 
inated title page shows a small boy in overalls 
between twin hollyhock stalks. After that 
some of the illustrations are in black-and-white, 
and a few are full-page pictures in color. Of 
the former one of the best accompanies that 
charming old-fashioned poem on the Whole 
Duty to Children. Very agreeable, too, 1s 
the illustration that accompanies the poem 
Where Go The Boats? Of the colored pic- 
tures none is more charming than that illus- 
trating The Land of Counterpane, which shows 
a little boy in bed with his toys planted about 
him. Stevenson, who spent so much of his 
time in bed, has written few poems more true 
to child life than this. Another excellent 
colored picture is that illustrating The North- 
west Passage, a poem that contains for modern 
children, who are inured to go to sleep alone, 
and in unlighted rooms, some notion of the 
terrors that assailed their fathers and grand- 
fathers. It is really invidious to select these 
pictures for special comment, because all the 
others are so excellent, as, for example, the 
gay illustration showing the Foreign Children, 
and that of the little girl lying in the hay loft. 
If anything can make the Child’s Garden of 
Verses more charming this beautiful volume

sets the story in motion. What is distinctive 
about Mr. St. John’s book, is his own work with 
brush and pencil. There are four pictures in 
color and many in black-and-white. Those 
in color are daring and highly successful. That 
of the dragon is almost too well done; it should 
not be shown in the nursery later than two 
hours before dusk. As to the story, it is done 
in a fresh and engaging fashion, though it is 
not such a book as a young child can read for 
itself. 


There are still Americans old-fashioned enough 
to hold Henry Esmond the greatest of English 
novels, and there are a good many others who 
would be ashamed to neglect Esmond even for 
the sake of Mr. Bernard Shaw. Accordingly 
the new Macmillan edition of this masterpiece 
will be welcome as a gift book by many on 
each side of the Atlantic. This edition has a 
sympathetic introduction by Austin Dobson, 
and many attractive full-page illustrations by 
Hugh Thompson. It is printed on white and 
higkly-calendered paper with gilt edges, and 
the cover is richly and tastefully tooled in gold. 
Altogether it is an extremely attractive volume. 
The price is $2. 


There be Golliwoggs in this world, or at 
least there is one such dear to childhood, and 
Bertha Upton tells for this Christmas the story 
of The Golliwogg’s Fox Hunt (Longmans, 
Green & Company) while Florence Upton 
makes the illustrative pictures. All really 
educated persons know that The Golliwogg is a 
wooden doll of a sort now vanished from most 
nurseries. This person, for The Golliwogg is 


no less, appears in this new volume of his ad- 
ventures along with a few choice spirits, the 


proper accompaniment of jointed horses and 
dogs, and a fox with a magnificent brush. .The 
big full-page pictures in color are funny enough 
for anything, and the verses are funny enough 
for the pictures. The Golliwogg’s Fox-Hunt 
may be commended to discriminating persons 
of nursery age with the gratifying assurance 
that its nonsense conveys no moral lessons. 
James Whitcomb Riley dedicates his latest 
volume of poems, Riley Songs of Cheer (In- 
dianapolis: The Bobbs-Merrill Company) to 
his brother poet, Bliss Carman. These verses 
are of the characteristic kind that Mr. Riley has 
made familiar to his readers, with a special 
insistence upon the reminiscent note, perhaps 
an evidence that the poet is not so young as he 
once was. The best of the verse is as good as 
much of that which first made Mr. Riley 
famous, but the bulk of this volume is below 
his usual quality in sentiment, expression and 
technique. The Harper is unusually good with 
the striking metaphor of its opening stanza. 
Several of the semi-devotional poems are simple 
and effective, but others do not quite reach the 
level of absolute sincerity. In three or four of 
the nature poems there are happy expressions, 
and unaffected feeling, but most of the poems 
on such topics seem to lack the final touches of 
the file that might have brought them to some- 
thing like perfection. For naturalness of 
feeling and happiness of simple phrase no poem 
in the book surpasses A Boy’s Mother. How 
sweet and true is the opening stanza: 
** My Mother she’s so good to me, 

Ef | was good as I could be, 

I couldn't be as good—no, sir! 

Can't any boy be good as her!” 

The Elsie Books of Martha Finley, still live 

and increase in number. Now comes Elsie 


and Her Namesakes (Dodd, Mead & Co.), in 


which a wedding journey to Florence is made 
the opportunity for a number of Grandma's 
characteristic stories. Some of the tales are 
of Washington and Braddock’s defeat, of De 
Soto’s discoveries, of Thomas Nast’s services to 
the Union. There are besides some account of 
the habits of sponges and some suggestions of 
the Shorter Catechism. It is a tribute to this 
author’s powers of pleasing that she can keep 
on writing her little books in the face of a pecu- 
liarly sharp competition in which she and her 
work must appear a trifle old-fashioned. 


And now comes the Rev. Cyrus Townsend 
Brady with a love story of a century and a quar- 
ter ago, in France. My Lady’s Slipper is the 
title of the little story, and the publishers, Messrs. 
Dodd, Mead & Co., have swollen it to a volume 
by means of large type and wide margins, the 
latter decorated with mauve stripes suggesting 
a dainty wall paper pattern. Charlotte Weber 
Ditzler supplies some fetching colored pictures, 
and we presume the general decorative scheme. 
Dr. Brady promises in his brief preface that 
not a sword shall be drawn in his little story, 
but like Doctor Bonnycastle, who advertised 
that the birch was unused in his school yet 
caned the boys unmercifully with rattan, he 
makes out pretty well by arming his hero with 
a stout cudgel. The hero, of course, an 
American, is a naval officer, escaped from a 
British prison-ship, and landed a stranger in 
France. His adventures shall not be told, but 
be sure they are properly thrilling. Incident- 
ally the reader is introduced to the Society of 
Paul Jones and Benjamin Franklin. But Dr. 
Brady protests that he has not written a his- 
torical romance. This highly decorative vol- 
ume comes in a box at a dollar and a half.

Mr. Klein, the author cf The Music Master, seems to have 
repeated his good fortune in The Lion and the Mouse, which 
though controvening usual standards of critical judgment 
and pronounced crude dnd altogether faulty upon its first 
performance, has without question caught the public fancy 
and seems likely to continue in favor for months to come. 
This play is strictly of the hour, being a sketch, according to 
popular conception,of an omnipotent billionaire of the day, 
the leading role of Ryder being played with much force and 
appreciation by Edmund Breese. He is the lion who is vanquished by the 
mouse. The mouse is very prettily rendered by Grace Elliston, this being 
the first occasion on which she has had a leading part of any importance 


Early in the season DeWolf Hopper made an instantaneous success in Happy- 
land, no small part of the charm of this production being the staging; nor 
should the music and the singing be forgotten when contemplating Mr. Hopper 
as the personage of central importance. 


At the Broadway the season opened with Ruth Vincent, an English singer 
of note, in Messager’s opera, entitled Veronique. The costumes of this play 
and the color scheme are particularly delightful, and the music itself is of such 
high order that it was doubted whether New York had a sufficiently apprecia- 
tive public to fill the house for any length of time. It is an agreeable disap- 
pointment that this production in every respect has been thoroughly liked, the 
audiences having increased in numbers from the night it opened. The com- 
pany is that of Mr. George Edwardes. 


Everyone expects success at the Belasco Theatre. Mr. Belasco himself is 
such a master of stage resource, and is in such command of literary device, 
and so thoroughly apprehends the popular fancy that it is virtually impossible 
for him to make a failure. But he has outdone himself in The Girl of the Golden 
West, which though old as the hills in theme and virtually devoid of new in- 
cident, appears as a melodrama of sustained interest. The audiences are de- 
lighted and their attention remains fixed from beginning to end. They depart 
with a feeling of having been agreeably entertained and each auditor is unre- 
servedly pleased with Blanche Bates, Robert Hilliard, and last, but not least, 
Frank Keenan, as Jack Rance, the gambler. By this performance Blanche 
Bates has put herself without question at the head of her profession. 


Some years ago Marie Cahill achieved unexpected favor in her singing of 
Nancy Brown. Since then she has appeared in various plays, but in none has 
she been so thoroughly satisfactory as in her present undertaking, Moon- 
shine, at the Liberty. {n this performance she finds scope for the charm that 
she possesses in no small degree. She can be classed indubitably with the suc- 
cesses of the year. 


At the very opening of the season Cyril Scott, whose name has been associated 
heretofore mainly with comic opera, where he achieved popularity and success, 
ventured, most unobtrusively and without any special claims to recognition, 
the leading part in the Prince Chap. He played first at the Madison Square 
Theatre, and later at Joe Weber's, where he is now. This delightful bit of 
pathos, tenderness and simple emotion has day by day won for itself grateful 
friends and as a play is now regarded as belonging to the same class, but 
of a somewhat higher order, as Little Lord Fauntleroy. It is a performance 
that anyone is better for seeing, and that many have found to be an exceedingly 
pleasant experience more than once. 


What it is that makes theatrical success no one has as yet discovered. It is 
the veriest truism that no one knows what will succeed on the stage. Nor is 
the question to be settled by critical standards. For a critical analysis of the 
successful plays here noted, one must be referred to professional criticism, 
which seldom is attempted successfully, and of which in the great city of New 
York, where talent of almost any kind at some time finds its way to the front, 
there is scarcely more than one exponent. ' 


The plays noted above, the people like, and each one is liked for some ob- 
vious reason. Their deficiencies or the things about them that one may not 
like, we do not note here. Each one of them is worth seeing, each one of them 
gives delight in its own way, and each one of them is a credit to our stage, and 
none appeals to any coarse sense or vile interest. They all make for amuse- 
ment pure and simple, and each one is its own justification for being.

N the State of New York there are over twenty 
I societies for the prevention of cruelty to 
animals. These societies as partaking of 

the character of public corporations, enjoy 
special privileges under the law, and are in 
receipt not only of large contributions from 
individuals, but of public moneys. Their 
officers, however, are exempt from State super- 
vision, and if they are derelict in duty there is 
virtually no redress for a complaining citizen. 
In the expectation of demonstrating the deplor- 
able inefficiency and culpable neglect of duty 
prevailing in the New York Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, and to prepare 
the way for the enactment of a statute under 
which there shall be a State Commissioner of

torture is docking, a hideous practice, 


| that although illegal, is as much in 


evidence on the thoroughfares of Greater New 
York as if it were a humane and lawful prac 
tice. Not only does Mr. Haines habitually 
permit infractions of the existing law on the 
subject, but efforts made at Albany to secure 
further legislation in regard to the practice have 
not had proper support by him and the Society 
he represents. This is said advisedly, for 
although, naturally, occupying the position he 
does before the community, Mr. Haines does 
not dare openly antagonize the sentiment in 
favor of anti-docking, he, on the other hand, 
does not throw the widespread influence and 
the prestige of the Society, whose head he is, 
aggressively on the side of those who are fight- 
ing so hard to put an end to this form of cruelty. 
\s Greater New York contains a majority of 
the horses in the State thus mutilated, it is 
bviously the duty of the local Society which is 
esides the dominating Society to take the 
nitiative in an aggressive campaign for the 
abolition of this wrong. Through appeals to 
the local press, which can invariably be depended 
upon to further anti-cruelty work, and by the 
kind of persuasive activity at Albany in which 
Mr. Haines is past master, and by other as 
simple methods, a pronounced and influential 
public sentiment against docking could have 
been aroused and very stringent legislation 
against it brought to pass. Instead, however, 
of doing his plain duty in this most important 
Mr. Haines, as already stated, has 
shirked it most disgracefully. One very 
patent reason for this disregard of his plain duty, 
is undoubtedly Mr. Haines’s craven fear of 
fending persons of wealth, who drive four-in- 
hands and other more or less spectacular 
cequipages, and to whose depraved taste a 
mutilated horse appears a thing of joy and 
beauty. Mr. Haines can be depended upon 
to grovel at any time to wealth, for that way 
may come fat legacies to swell the already large 
sums that have poured into the coffers of the 
A.S. FP. €.A. 

Fortunately for animals, other of S. P. C. A. 
officials are not venal like Mr. Haines, and to 
its exceeding credit be it said The Humane 
Society of Rochester, N. Y., has engaged in a 
gallant fight to put an end to docking. Twice 
already has the well-known Anti-Docking bill 
been introduced through the efforts of President 
J]. B. Y. Warner, and the Humane Society, of 
which he is the honored head, been defeated in 
the New York Legislature, but undaunted, the 
Rochester Society is in the fight this year for 
the third time, and in it to win. This it can 
only do with the aid of individuals and societies 
in other cities. Mrs. Russell Sage has kindly 
promised $100 contingent on the Humane So- 


matter, 


ciety raising several hundred dollars, to prose- 
cute this fight. It is not fair that to this one 
Society should be left all the expense as well as 
all the effort to stop the cruel practice of docking. 

At the convention of Societies for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty, held this autumn in Rochester,

Animal Protection, this series of articles has 
been prepared. If any one fancies they depart 
in any particular from actual facts, Vogue will 
publish the controverting statement.

as its responsible head. Henry Bergh is 
known for his marvelously unselfish personality, 
and his great benefaction in founding the Society. 
His successor, John P. Haines, likewise alone is 
responsible for the present condition of this 
Society, and necessarily with him alone are 
these articles concerned. They are commended 
to the careful consideration of every reader of 
Vogue who is endeavoring to promote the cause 
of kindness to animals.—Ep. 


a strong resolution condemning the docking 
cruelty was unanimously passed. It was re- 
solved that it is the sense of said societies that 
the mutilation of a horse by the removal of that 
part of its tail which includes any of the caudal 
vertebre is cruel, unnecessary, and wholly un- 
justifiable practice (unless, of course, such 


mutilation is necessary to prevent or cure dis- | 


ease or injury to the tail; this to be advised only 
by competent veterinarian). Such docking is 
not alone cruel in itself, but it imposes a severe | 
infliction upon the horse by depriving him | 
of his chief weapon of defense against insects, 
and oftentime induces irremediable nervous- | 
ness. 

The resolutions also cover some defects in 
the present law and a demand for the passage 
of a bill at the next session of the Legislature 
which shall penalize docking and under certain 
restrictions, the possession of a docked horse. 
The Humane Society of Rochester earnestly 
requests the co-operation of all persons desirous 
of the enactment of such a law to the end that 
the Legislature may entertain no doubt of the 
weight of public opinion in its favor. This 
appeal should win the moral and financial sup- 
port of every animal-lover in the State. 

Imagine the discredit to John P. Haines and 
his Board of Directors. Here is a New York 
periodical appealing to itr readers to support a 
Rochester Humane Society in its efforts to 
abate a particularly heinous and flagrant variety 
cf cruelty—the outside society doing work that 
is pre-eminently the special obligation of John 
P. Haines in his official capacity.
